LITERARY  NOTES. 


— In  addition  to  all  the  other  interest 
ing  articles  contained  in  the  January  “  At¬ 
lantic,”  of  which  there  is  never  any  lack, 
the  present  number  contains,  “  Two  Bites 
of  a  Cherry’’  by  Mr.  Aldrich,  the  editor 
of  the  magazine.  A  story  full  of  pathos, 
and  of  that  rare  individuality  which  so 
markedly  belongs  alone  to  Mr.  Aldrich. 
The  opening  chapters  of  Charles  Egbert 
Craddock's  new  serial  “  In  the  Clouds,”  is 
followed  by  a  paper  on  ‘The  Free  Ne¬ 
groes  af  North  Carolina”  (who  were  free 
during  the  slave  regime)  by  Mr.  David 
Dodge.  Dr. ;  Holmes  has  a  paper  in  tjhe 
New  Portfolio  series,  “  A  Cry  from  the 
Study,”  full  of  pleasant  reminiscences 
^.and  pungent  humor.  “The  Political 
( ’onsequeuces  in  England  of  Cornwallis's 
Surrender”  forms  the  subject  of  a 
thoughtful  article  by  Mr.  John  Fiske. 
Highly  interesting  installments  of  “The 
Princess  Casamassima,”  by  Hejiry  James, 
anil  Mrs.  Oliphant’s  “A  Country  Gentle¬ 
man,”  are  also  given  in  tliis  issue. 
“Glaucus,”  an  exquisite  poem  by  Edith 
M.  Thomas,  lines  by  the  late  H.  H.,  and 
some  verses  by  Julie  K.  Wet  lie  rill  furnish 
the  poetry  of  the  number.  TJie  recent 
Life  of  William  Lloyd  Garrison,  Sted- 
man's  Poets  of.  America,  and  the  last 
number  of  L’Art  form  the  subject  of  able1 
criticisms  while  the  Contributors'  Club 
has  four  short  discussions  which  are  full 
of  the  stimulating  thought  and  pleasant 
fancy  that  distinguish  this  department. 
The  numlier  closes  with  the  usual  resume 
of  books  of  (the  month*  Houghton,  Mif 
din  A  Co.,  Boston. 

— A  work  of  much  interest,  relating  to 
the  progress  of  the  human  race,  will  be 
published  next  mouth  by  Messrs.  Doyle 
A  Whittle  of  Boston.  The  title  of  tfit 
volume  will  be  “Where  Are  We  afnd 
Whither  Tending?”  Its  author  is  jthu 
Rev.  M.  Harvey,  of  St.  John’s,  Newfound¬ 
land,  a  gentleman  of  ripe  achi ilarly  attain¬ 
ments.  In  England  Mr.  Harvey  has  won 
a  wide  reputation  as  a  thinker,  and  as  a 
writer  of  marked  ability.  The  “  Encyclo- 
paedia  Bntannic”  and  “  Johnson’s  Univer¬ 
sal  Cydopaetlia"  (new  edition)  contain  a 
number  of  articles  from  his  jien,  the  sub¬ 
jects  being  those  uptn  which  Mr.  Har 
vey  is  an  acknowledged  authority. 

— “Edge  Tools  of  Speech”  is  the  unique 
title  of  a  forthcoming  work  from  the  press 
of  Ticknor  A  Co.,  of  Boston.  The  book 
will  be  a  collection  of  spoken  and  written 
wise  and  practical  sayings  of  the  great 
thinkers  and  writers  of  all  ages.  Its  edi 
tor  is  Mr.  Maturin  M‘  Ballou,  whose 
former  compilations  have  justly  won  for 
him  "an  enviable  reputation  for  accuracy 
and  excellent  taste.  “Edge  Tools  of 
Speech”  will  be  a  valuable  and  reliable 
addition  to  works  of  the  class.  Liter- 
arians  will  anticipate,  with  pleasure,  its 
publication.

The  story  was  at 
once  accepted  on  its  merits  after  one 
reading,  and  it  is  believed  that  it  will 
prove  one  of  the  most  entertaining  novels 
of  the  season.  The  scene  of  the  story  is 
laid  m  New  York,  ami  the  editor  is  of 
the  ojiinion  that  it  will  not  lie  difficult  for 
New  York  readers  to  detect  the  model 
after  whom  the  heroine  was  jxirtrayed.

— Miss  Rose  Porter  has  compiled  a  vol¬ 
ume  from  the  writings  of  Canon  Farrar 
which  will  be  published  by  D.  Lothrop 
A  Co.  under  the  title  of  “Treasure 
Thoughts.” 

— “Ouida”  has,  to  all  appearances, 
been  secured  as  a  regular  contributor  to 
the  “  North  American  Review,”  and  an 
article  by  her  on  “Some  Fallacies  of 
Science”  is  announced  as  one  of  the  lead¬ 
ing  features  of  the  forthcoming  February 
number. 

— A  poem  by  Whittier,  entitled  “The 
Homestead,”  and  an  article  by  Abbott 
Lawrence  Seawell  discussing  the  “  Minis¬ 
terial  Responsibility  and  the  Constitution” 
are  announced  among  the  attractions  for 
the  “  Atlantic"  for  February’. 

— The  “  British  Navy”  contribution  of 
Sir  Edward  Reed,  to  be  published  in  the 
February’  issue  of  “Harper’s  Magazine,” 
is  to  be  followed  during  the  year  with  a 
series  of  articles  w’hich  will  treat  on  the 
Continental  navies.  The  papers  will  be 
written  with  a  special  view  to  more  plain¬ 
ly  pointing  out — if  that  indeed  be  possi¬ 
ble — the  defenseless  condition  of  our 
Atlantic  coast  cities. 

— Mr.  Marion  Crawford’s  new  novel,

delightful  stories,  “A  Marsh  Island  and 
A  Country  Doctor;”  Mrs.  Whitney’s  new 
story,  “  Bonnyborough ;”  Dr.  Weir  Mitch¬ 
ell’s  striking  story,  “In  War  Time.” 
Space  fails  to  name  all  the  good  recent 
novels.  Readers  will  do  well  to  send  for 
Houghton,  Mittlin  £  Co’s  catalogue,  which 
contains  many  notable  novels  as  well  as 
standard  and  popular  books  in  many  de 
partments  of  literature,  and  finely-en¬ 
graved  jjortraits  of  thirty-eight  well-known 
authors. 

— “  Called  Back”  has  been  translated 
into  Spanish)!  and  is  issued  by  D.  Apple- 
ton  &  Co.  in  light  blue  paper  covers,  at 
fifty  cents  per  volume.  About  2000  cop¬ 
ies  were  ordered  while  the  book  was  still 
in  press.  It  is  the  first  novel  translated 
from  the  English  for  the  Appletons’  Span¬ 
ish  Department,  and  its  success  has  de¬ 
termined  them  to  follow  it  up  with  others. 
The  title  of  this  newf  version  of  Hugh 
Conway’s  popular  romance  is  “Misterio.” 

— Prof.  J.  R.  Seeley’s  “Short  History 
of  Najxileon,”  soon  to  be  published  by 
Roberts  Brothers,  wjll  contain  a  portrait 
of  NajKileon  after  Bailly.  The  resem¬ 
blance  is  said  to  be  marked  in  accuracy. 

— Messrs.  Jansen,  MeClurg  A  Co., 
Chicago,  announce  the  early  issue  of  a 
volume  with  the  title  “Letters  to  a 
Daughter,”  which  they  hope  may  prove 
very  acceptable  to  parents.  The  author, 
Mrs.  Helen  E.  Starrett,  has  had  large  ex¬ 
perience  in  the  training  of  girls.  Her 
style  is  clear  and  entertaining.  Added 
to  the  nine  letters,  covering  a  range  of 
topics  from  personal  manners  to  mental 
annd  spiritual  culture,  is  a  “Little  Ser¬ 
mon  to  School  girls,”  which  summarizes 
and  enforces  the  lessons  previously  in¬ 
culcated. 

— The  series  of  articles  upon  the  causes 
and  chief  incidents  in  the  civil  war,  by 
Mr.  Rossi  ter  Johnson,  now  being  printed 
in  the  “Examiner”  of  this  city,  will  be 
collected  and  published  in  book  form 
upon  their  completion  in  that  periodical.

This  fact  could  not  be  susjiected  from  her 
vfritings,  in  w  hich  stories  she  presents  a 
spirited  picture  of  life  in  the  barracks 
and  service,  not  only  in  -England,  but  in 
the  Colonies. 

—  Mrs.  Helen  Hunt  Jackson's  jwst 
humous  novel  of  life  in  Coluradu,  w  hich, 
under  the  title  of  “  Zeph,"  is  about  to  lie 
issued  by  Messrs.  Roberts  Bros.,  was 
written  at  L  >s  Angeles  during  the  winter 
of  1884-5.
